k c. whiah science furnishes, how trifling 
an object does it appear, compared with 
what it Is to the eye of the astronomer { 
So to give full cflfcct to the Falla of 
Niagara, the spectator ahould have some 
idea nf the quantity of watera descending 
the precipico, and its aatoni^hlng physi­ 
cal power 
A world of watera furnish a 
never fsiling auppiyr 
Lakea Superior, 
Michigan, Huran, St. Cia^r and Brie, 
are'conducted like tributary vassals to 
heighten the magnificence of the Falla. 
The outlet of Lake Erie, (according to 
Mr. W eld, whose description is one of 
the best ever published on thC aubjcct,) 
is 3 1*2 miles wide, 6 feet deep, and 
runs at the rate two milea an hour, and 
that by calculation, it haabeen aacertaln- 
ed about S59,0«0 tons of water descend 
the precipice every minute. Imagina­ 
tion herself will acknowledge, that he* 
powers, vagi ant and boundlesa aa they 
are, are incompetent to form an adequate 
conception of the physical power exert­ 
ed here. 
Nature has undisputed do­ 
minion, nothing daring to contest it with 
her, nor question her supremacy. 


After a fatiguing journey of five days 
in the stage, you arrive at Lewistown 
from Albany—the distance upwards of 
330 miles.
